Yet, these doctors saw thousands of people 
of all ages dymg from it who dxl not need 
to die, and they felt that something must be 
done about it. 

Both the American Medical Association 
and the American College of Surgeons had 
appointed committees soon after the turn 
of the century to explore the cancer prob 
lem as it related to the medical profession 
and to the public Th»y found the picture 
a dark one.

The Society s national office maintains a 
medical library of cancer literature, films 
and slides which is rapidly becoming the 
most complete repository of such material 
in existence. Any physician in the country 
may refer to this library and make use of 
its package lending library service which 
assembles and sends out |iackets of mate¬ 
rial in answer to a wide variety of specific 
requests. A bibliography and digest of cur¬ 
rent cancer literature is published monthly. 

Special grants are made by the Society 
to support worthwhile educatioual projects 
and investigations in the cancer field not 
other*us* provided for: programs to teach 
advanced cancer nursmg. the preparation 
of *~—*■' films, the publication of texts and 
laboratory manuals, and special studies of 
factors which mJhsence the effectiveness of 
cancer education.

been to encourage the establishment of ad¬ 
equate cancer facilities and to assist in de¬ 
veloping, equipping and maintaining them 
wherever necessary. The primary facilities 
for the control of cancer are the diagnostic 
clinic and the cancer clinic. the latter of 
which is equipped to treat as weH as diag¬ 
nose the disease. A considerable part of the 
Society’s funds is spent by its Divisions In 
establishmg and supporting these facilities. 
The number of them has been steadilv 
growing but is still far from adequate. The 
best medical authorities state that tiro and 
a half times os many cancer clinics as now 
eaist are needed in this country. Programs 
for cancer detection are also encouraged 
and supported—in some areas being carried 
on in dimes, in others in doctors’ offices 
Nationally, the Service Section of the 
Society makes studies of cancer facilities 
throughout the country and gives guidance 
in their most effective operation. Inspection 
of these dinics and centers is made by the 
American College of Surgeons and is par 
tially financed through a grant from the 
American Cancer Society. The Society 
keeps practicing physicians throughout the 
country informed of any developments 
which may impro. e service to cancer pa¬ 
tients. inch aa the availability of drugs, spe 
cud diagnostic services and rehabilitation 
training and devices 

Through its local units the Society main 
tains cancer information services which 
form an essential Unk in the chain of cancer 
control, since their function is to provide 
the public with every land of cancer infor 
mation short of giving medical advice 
i ■ These centers are equipped with general 









and makes available upon request accurate 
statistical data on cancer and gives con¬ 
sultative service in the analysis of such data 
to research workers, doctors, hospitals, state 
health departments and others concerned 
Information collated by this branch serves 
as a basis for planning the Society s educa¬ 
tional materials and programs. Special sta¬ 
tistical charts, lantern slides and booklets 
are prepared for general and specialized 
use. This section also conducts epidemio 
logical studies to investigate the conditions 
under which cancer is found, in an attempt 
to discover new factors which will con 
tribute to conbul of the disease It is ac 
tively engaged in assisting in the develop 
ment of an adequate, uniform system of 
reporting new cancer cases throughout the 
country. Lack of such reporting through 
the use of tumor registries is one of the 
mifor Iundranees to improved cancer con 
trol at the present time

But it need not necessarily follow that there 
will he more cancer deaths With thr 
knowledge and skills we have at band, 
thousands of deaths from cancer can be 
prevented 

The American Cancer Society is concen 
trating its forces to reduce the number of 
cancer deaths, in spite of factors at work to 
increase them This will be accomplished 
primarily through intensifying all the edu 
rational and service activities which bring 
about early detection of the disease, ade 
<]uate diagnosis and prompt treatment

SUGGESTED EDITORIAL 


The whole nation will again observe April an Cancer Control Month, so 
designated by proclamation of the President of the United States and as authorized 
by act of Congrees. 

Ae an organization and as citizens individually, it is our duty to partici¬ 
pate. During this month the least, we can do is rive some personal thought to the 
problem of cancer. 

And when we do, the first stagrering fact concerns the proximity of cancer 
to all of us. The American Cancer Society has pointed out that cancer will strike 
one in every four Americans. 

Let's look at this another way. On the basis of a wager, our cliances of 
erne day getting cancer are one Hi three. For every three persons who escape cancer, 
there is one who will have the disease. 

What happens to the unlucky one in th's quartet? Right now h:s chances 
of surviving the bout with cancer are just the reverse of his getting it because 
only one-fourth of those who get cancer today are saved. But twice as many could 
be saved if the disease were detected early and pronptly treated. This represents 
about 7*1,000 livee a year that a T 'e lost needles-ly right now. 

Eventually research will find a means of saving mur^y more lives and perhaps 
all of them. These tvo ^oais — saving more lives today and eventually conquering 
cancer completely —• are the American Cancer Society's objectives. 

We sincerely urre everyone to observe Cancer Control Month and to support 
the 1955 Crusade of the American Cancer Society.

In an effort to halt the annual needless deaths of 30,800 sen and women, 
the American Cancer Society this year Is placing major emphaals on three of the 
■ost common forms of cancer — luno, breast and uterus. 

Last year those three types of cancer took a total of 59,000 lives — 

_jng 24,000, breast 20,000 and uterus 15,000, But 10,800 of them could have been 
savsd had the disease been detected earlier and treated promptly. 

In placing special emphasis on these sites without slackening Its fight 
against all forms of cancer, the Society seeks to measurably reduce the cancer 
death rate. "Success depends," Dr. Charles S, Cameron, ACS Medical arri Scientific 
Director, said, "on the total participation of every man and woman". 

ACS statistics show that with one alarming exception the major sites of 
cancer are no longer Increasing substantially aa a cause of death. The exception 
Is lung cancer which last year took the lives of 20,000 men and 4,000 women. 

Other sites of cancer are leveling off as major killers and substantial 
gains have been made asalnst canoer of the uterus. As a result, the death rate 
frem cancer among wcn*n between 25 and 75 has shown a decline of 10 per cent during 
ths past dscade. 

The American Cancer Society expects that the attack against cancer of the 
breast will soon be reflected In dropping death rates. The key to this effort to 
save lives Is the technique of breast self-examination which teaches women to 
examine their breasts once a month for tlpy lumps or irregularities which might 
msan toe start of early and probably curable cancer. Vhlle local cancer of the 
breast can be cured In seven out of ten cases, today fewer than four out of ten are 
saved. 


The progress agilnst cancer of the uterus will be speeded when the 
Papanicolaou smear method of detection Is mo^e widely used. This Is based on the 
discovery that even enrly cancers shed cells In body fluids. These cells csn be 
picked up In a vaginal smear from which a slide Is prepared and exuslned under the 
microscope by specially trained technologists. Cancers so early that they show no 
other signs have been discovered by this is**hod. Women over 35 are Urged to have 
pelvic examination twice a year. 

The problem, of lung cancer probably Is the greatest challenge facing cancer 
control efforts. A relatively rare disease 40 years ago, cancer of the lung Is now 
a major cause of death. Only about five per cent of all lung cancers are cured 
today but with early defection and prompt surgical treatment this figure could be 
changed to at least 50 per cent, most authorities believe. 

Early lung cancer can be detected by x-ray. The "sllsnt shadow" of cancer 
of the lung shows up when the disease Is most easily cured. 



The ACS program advlsas man to have annual cheat x-rays along with a thorough 
physloal examination. Man over 45 should have two cheat x-raya a year because the 
heaviest lncldenoe of lung cancer beglna to occur at thla age. 

"If every awn and woaan had regular examinations and received prompt and 
proper treatment," Dr. Cameron said, "another 44»2')0 awn and women could be saved 
each year from other types of cancer, bringing the total to 75,000. 

"Ulth Increasing vigor, labor organisations are helping the Society In 
ita effort to save lives — by spreading the Society’s life saving facts among 
workers and by impressing upon membership the Importance of regular health examina¬ 
tions. 

■By working together, the medical profession and the worker are pressing 
forward in the fight against cancer. By a little more effort we can press forward 
store rapidly."

The Amorican Cancer Society's objective of "saving lives today" 
is focusing itc attention this year on lung cancer which killed 
22,000 Americana — 19,003 of them men — in 1953. 

Dr. Charleo S. Cameron, Amorican Cancer Society medical and 
scientific director, said that the failure to check a sliarp rise 
in lung cancer deaths ia an Important reason for the over-all 
increase in tho cancer death rate. 

He diacloaed that the death rate for cancer among women is 
declining and that the unprecedented rise in lung cancer is 
chiefly responsible for a continuing increase in the cancer 
death rate among men. 

Dr. Cameron said: ”Ue are gaining ground on cancer but not fast 
enough". He pointed out that all othe’- sites of cancer, if 
Increasing at all, are doing so only slightly. He said: "Three 
factors, the total population increase, the lengthening life 
span and ths sharp increment of lung cancer, are operating to 
produce cancer faster than our present pace of control can keep 
up with". 

"This may be summarized", he said, "simply by saying that one's 
chanrea of being cured of cancer today are somewhat better than 
they were 20 years ago, but one's chances of getting cancer 
today are significantly greater than they were 20 years ago". 

Cancer of the lung, which is being curod in only about five per 
cent of caaes, might be cured in 50 per cent of casea if the 
disease ia detected early and adequate treatment given in time. 

Thia is ono of the sites of cancer that doctors can do something 
about as a rei ult of early detection. Five other sites of 
cancer also would sltov marked improvement through a program of 
regular physical examinations, according to Dr, Cameron. He 
has pointed out how the present cure rates could be changed if 
a nationwide effort tc check cancer early is successful. 

The other five sites and the present and potential percentages 
of llveo saved are: uterine cancer, which is presently curod in 
30 per cent of cases but could be cured in 70 per cent; breast 
cancer 35 and 75 por cent; rectal cancer, 15 and 70 per cent; 
and skin cancer, 85 and 95 per cent. 



In addition to regular physical examinations, it is suggested that 
everyone should be alert for early signs of cancer. One way to do 
thia ia by learning cancor'u seven darner signals. They are: 

1. Any sore that does not heal. 

2. A lump or thickening in the breast or elsewhere. 

3. Unusual bleeding or discharge. 

4* Any change in a wart or mole. 

5. Persistent indigestion or difficulty in swallowing. 

6. Persistent hoarseness or cough. 

7. Any change in normal bowel habits.

The American Cancer Society is the only 
voluntary health agency in the United 
States devoted to the control of cancer 
through a comprehensive program of edu¬ 
cation, service and research It is supported 
whollv bv voluntarv contributions from the 
public, which in the past vear totalled over 
nineteen and three-quarter miibou dollars. 

The Society, with central offices in New 
York City, has 60 chartered Divisions in 
the 48 states, the District of Columbia and 
the Territorv of Alaska, and affiliated or¬ 
ganizations in Puerto Kico and the Panama 
Canal Zone. The Divisions translate the 
Society's program into action through their 
own district and county organizations 

A voluntarv health agency such as the 
American Cancer Society is an expression 
of the democratic belief that each indi¬ 
vidual has a responsibility for his neighbor 
and his community. Intelligent. mfiaraed 
volunteers are the key to the success of its 
program 

The problem of cancer and its control, 
in spite of manv recent advances made 
against it. is a vast one. Its solution lies in 
attacking it on the broadest possible front; 
in educating the public; in keeping the 
doctor up to date, in supporting facilities 
for detection, diagnosis and treatment 
within the reach of all; in carrying on an 
integrated research program nationally 
planned, and in training the manpower 
needed for research in the future

This w the story of an idea. 

Who first had it nobody knows. It prob¬ 
ably ap|M*ared in the minds of several peo¬ 
ple somewhere in the early 1900's and it 
grew there and was discussed. One thing 
we do know is tliat some of those people 
were doctors—doctors faced with a unique 
problem posed by a unique diseaje which 
was taking more and more lives every year 
This disease could not be attacked by ordi 
nary public health measures, since it was 
not contagious, its cause was unknown, and 
its early symptoms were extremely subtle 
Yet, these doctors saw thousands of people 
of all ages dying from it who did not need 
to die, a they felt that something must be 
done about it. 

Both the American Medical Association 
and the American College of Surgeons had 
appointed committees soon after the turn 
of the century to explore the cancer prob 
lem as it related to the medical profession 
and to the public. They found the picture 
a dark one. Many doctors were lacking up- 
tu date information about cancer, and the 







for cancer symptoms in themselves and ti 
informing others of the importance of simi 
lar watchfuluess 

During this period the Society also 
played an important role, through its 
moulding of public opinion and the influ¬ 
ence of its Directors, in the establishment 
by Congressional Act of the Natioual Can¬ 
cer Inatitute which functions within the 
U. S. Public Health Service. Congress re 
sponded to an increasingly enlightened 
public, too, by pasnsig a bill authorizing the 
President to proclaiaa April as National 
Cancer Month 

The Socsetv s total budget of 110,000 in 
1913 had swelled to I11&487 by 1988. But 
the truly phenomenal growth of the organi¬ 
zation in the years follow mg is attested by 
its 19&3-1954 budget uf over runeteen and 
three-quarter million dollars. 

Tins growth was partly the natural out¬ 
come of years of psoneenng sa the cancer 
field and partly due to the reorganization of 
the Society m 1944. That year saw the adap¬ 
tion of its present name. American Caaoer 
Society. Inc. and new bv-laws under which 
the membamhin of its Board of Directors 
was made np half of outstanding laymen in 
busuiew and industry and half of profea- 
sional men. zs of the 56 mesnliers re|ne

The Society s national office maintains a 
medical library of cancer literature, films 
and slides which is rapidly becoming the 
most complete repository of such material 
in existence. Any physician in the country 
may refer to this library and make use of 
its package lending library service which 
assembles and sends out packets of mate¬ 
rial in answer to a wide variety of specific 
requests. A hibliograpby and digest of cur¬ 
rent cancer literature is published monthly. 

Special grants are made by the Society 
to support worthwhile educational 
and investigations in the cancer field not 
otherwise provided for: programs to teach 
advanced cancer nursmg. the preparation 
of qmael films, the publication of tests and 
laboratory manuals, and special st’idies of 
factors which influence the effectiveness of 
cancer education.

The primarv facilities 
for the control of cancer are the diagnostic 
clinic and the cancer clinic, the latter of 
which is equipped to treat as well as diag¬ 
nose the disease. A considerable part of the 
Society s funds is spent by its Divisions in 
establishing and supporting these facilities. 
The number of them has been steadilv 
growing but is still far from adequate. The 
best medical authorities state that tiro tmd 
a hmty timei a» many cancer clinics as now 
eaist are needed in this country. Programs 
for cancer detection are also encouraged 
and supported—in some areas being carried 
on m clinics, in others in doctors’ offices 
Nationally, the Service Section of the 
Society makes studies of cancer facilities 
throughout the country and gives guidance 
in their most effective operation. Inspection 
of these clinics and centers is made by the 
American College of Surgeons and is par 
tially financed through a grant from the 
American Cancer Society. The Society 
keeps practicing physicians throughout the 
country informed of any developments 
which may improve service to cancer pa¬ 
tients. inch aa the availability of drugs, spe 
ciai diagnostic services and rehabilitation 
training and devices 

Through its local units the Society main 
tains cancer information services which 
form an essential link in the chain of cancer 
control, since their function is to provide 
the public with every land of cancer infor 
matxm short of giving medical advice 
i ■ These centers are equipped with general 









and makes available upon request accurate 
statistical data on cancer and gives con¬ 
sultative service in the analysis of such data 
to research workers, doctors, hospitals, state 
health departments and others concerned 
Information collated by this branch serves 
as a basis for planning the Society s educa¬ 
tional materials and programs.

Since the beginning, the American Can¬ 
cer Society has worked closely with the 
American Medical Association, the Ameri 
can College of Surgeons and the U. S Pub 
he Health Service in plannmg and carrying 
out its professional program nationally and 
locally It has the cooperation of the Na¬ 
tional Research Council and other distin 
guished medical and scientific bodies, both 
in an advisory capacity and as active par¬ 
ticipants in its work 

Early recognition that the cancer prob¬ 
lem extends beyond medical and scientific 
fields into every segment of the community 
led the Society to enlist on a broad scale 
the support of civic-minded, lay groups 
Civic organizations: service clubs, busi 
ness, professional and fraternal groups, in¬ 
dustrial. labor and farm organizations 
religious, social and educational groups all 
participate in the Society s program by am 
tnbuting the advice of their leaders and 
promoting actise cancer control programs 
among their local units 

In addition to medical, scientific and lay 
groups which lend broad support to the 
cancer cootrol movement, there are certain 
gosernmrnt agencies and private labnra 
torses, hospitals and other organizations 
which engage in specific activities contrib¬ 
uting dneedy to cancsr research or canoar 
cootrol Important among these is the 
National Cancer Inststotr whose program 
of rsaraich has airrody been mentioned 
The Institute sens established by the United 



States Government in 1937, largely as a 
result of popular demand created by the 
Society's early crusading efforts. 

Besides its research activities, the Insti 
tute now has a program of cancer control 
which includes grauts to states to supple 
inent their own cancer control programs, 
teaching grants to medical schools and the 
subsidizing of professional training pro 
grams. The American Cancer Society works 
doeely with the National Cancer Institute 
and entars into various cooperative projects 
w ith it, such as the production of films and 
the staging of national cancer conferences

Continued increase in the age of the 
population is forecast and along with it wr 
can predict au increase in cancer in this 
country in the years immediately ahead. 
But it need not necessarily follow that there 
will be mare cancer deaths With the 
knowledge and skills we base at hand, 
thousands of deaths from cancer can be 
prevented 

The American Cancer Society is concen 
trating its forces to reduce the numher of 
cancer deaths, in spite of factors at work to 
increase them This will be accomplished 
primarily through intensifying all the edu¬ 
cational and service activities which bring 
about early detection of the disease, ade 
(juate diagnosis and prompt treatment. At 
the same time, the long-range objective uf 
finding the cause and more effective mrth 
ods of prevention, diagnosis and cure

SUGGESTED EDITORIAL 


The whole nation will again observe April as Cancer Control Month, so 
designated by proclamation of the President of the United States and as authorized 
by act of Congress. 

As an organization and as citizens individually, it is our duty to partici¬ 
pate. During this month the leant, we can do is pive some personal thought to the 
problem of cancer. 

And when we do, the first staggering fact concerns the proximity of cancer 
to all of us. The American Cancer Society has pointed out that cancer will strike 
one in every four Americans. 

Let's look at this another way. On the basis of a wager, our cliances of 
one day getting cancer are one Hi three. For every three persons who escape cancer, 
there is one who will have the disease. 

What happens to the unlucky one in th J s quartet? Right now h‘s chances 
of surviving the bout with cancer are just the reverse of his getting it because 
only one-fourth of those who *et cancer today are saved. But twice as many could 
be saved if the disease were detected early and promptly treated. This represents 
about 7^,000 lives a year that a T 'e lost needles-ly right now. 

Eventually research will find a means of saving murjy more lives and perhaps 
all of them. These t’/o ooais — saving more lives today and eventually conquering 
cancer completely — are the American Cancer Society's objectives. 

We sincerely urve everyone to observe Cancer Control Month and to support 
the 1955 Crusade of the American Cancer Society.

In an effort to halt the annual needlens deaths of 30,800 sen and women, 
the American Cancer Society this year Is placing major emphasis on three of the 
most common forms of cancer — lun<r, breast and uterus. 

Last year those three types of cancer took a total of 59,000 lives — 

_ung 24,000, breast 20,000 and uterus 15,000. But 10,800 of them could have been 
saved had the disease been detected earlier and treated promptly. 

In placing special emphasis on these sites without slackening Its fight 
against all forms of cancer, the Society seeks to measurably reduce the cancer 
death rate. "Success depends," Dr. Charles S, Cameron, ACS Medical and Scientific 
Director, ssld, "on the total participation of every man and woman". 

ACS statistics show that with one alarmlr^ exception the major sites of 
cancer are no longer Increasing substantially as s cause of death. The exception 
is lung cancer which last year took the lives of 20,000 men and 4,000 women. 

Other sites of cancer are leveling off as major killers and substantial 
gains have been mads asainst canoer of the uterus. As a result, the death rate 
from cancer among wcarnn between 25 and 75 has shown a decline of 10 per cent during 
the past decade. 

The American Cancer Society expects that the attack against cancer of the 
breast will soon be reflected in dropping death rates. The key to this effort to 
save lives is the technique of breast self-examination which teaches women to 
examine their breasts once a month for tiny lumps or irregularities which might 
mean toe start of early and probably curable cancer. While local cancer of the 
breast can be cured In seven out of ten cases, today fewer than four out of ten are 
saved. 


The progress agilnat cincer of the uterus will be speeded when the 
Papanicolaou smear method of detection la mo^e widely used. This is based on the 
discovery that even early cancers shed cells in body fluids. These cells can be 
picked up In a vaginal smear from which a slide Is prepared and exusined under the 
microscope by specially trained teck"olodists. Cancers so early that they show no 
other signs have been discovered by this m>**hod. Women over 35 are urge(3 to have 
pelvic examinations twice a year. 

The problem of lung cancer probably la the greatest challenge facing cancer 
control efforts. A relatively rare disease 40 years ago, cancer of the lung is now 
a major cause of death. Only about five per cent of all lung cancers are cured 
today but with early defection and prompt surgical treatment this figure could be 
changed to at least 50 per cent, most authorities believe. 

Early lung cancer can be detected by x-ray. The "silent shadow" of cancer 
of the lung shows up when the disease la most easily cured. 




The ACS program advises man to have annual cheat x-rays along with a thorough 
phyaloal examination. Mon over 45 should have two cheat x-rays a year be cause the 
heaviest incidenoe of lung cancer begins to occur at this age. 

■If every mmn and woman had regular examinations and received prompt and 
proper treatment,* Dr. Cameron said, "another 44,2 TO men and women could be saved 
mach year from other types of cancer, bringing the total to 75,000. 

*Uith increasing vigor, labor organisations are helping the Society in 
ita effort to save lives — by spreading the Society's life saving facts among 
workers and by impressing upon aembership the importance of regular health examina¬ 
tions. 

■By working together, the medical profession and the worker are pressing 
forward is the fight against cancer. By a little more effort we can press forward

The Amorican Cancer Society's objective of "saving lives today" 
is focusing itc attention this year on lung cancer which killed 
22,COC Americana — 19»0O3 of them men — in 1953. 

Dr. Charleo S. Cameron, Amorican Cancer Society medical and 
scientific director, said that the failure to check a sliarp risa 
in lung cancer deaths la an important reason for the over-all 
increase in tho cancer death rate. 

He diaclosed that the death rate for cancer among women is 
declining and that the unprecedented rise in lung cancer is 
chiefly responsible for a continuing increase in the cancer 
death rate among men. 

Dr. Cameron said: "Ve are gaining ground on cancer but not fast 
enough". He pointed out that all othe’- sites of cancer, if 
increasing at all, are doing so only slightly. He said: "Three 
factors, the total population increase, the lengthening life 
span and the sharp increment of lung cancer, are operating to 
produce cancer faster than our present pace of control can keep 
up with". 

"This may be summarized", he said, "simply by saying that one's 
chances of being cured of cancer today are somewhat better than 
they were 20 years ago, but one's chances of getting cancer 
today are significantly greater than they were 20 years ago". 

Cancer of the lung, which is being cured in only about five per 
cent of caaea, might be cured in 50 per cent of cases if the 
disease la detected early ant] adequate treatment given in time. 

Thla is ono of the sites of cancer that doctors can do something 
about as a result of early detection. Five other sites of 
cancer also would sltow marked improvement through a program of 
regular physical examinations, according to Dr, Camsron. He 
has pointed out how the present cure rates could be changed if 
a nationwide effort tc check cancer early is successful. 

The other five sites end the present and potential percentages 
of lives saved are: uterine cancer, which is presently curod in 
30 per cent of cases but could be cured in 70 per cent; breast 
cancer 35 and 75 per cent; rectal cancer, 15 and 70 per cent; 
and skin cancer, 85 and 95 per cent. 



In addition to regular physical examinations, it is suggested that 
everyone should be alert for early signs of cancer. One way to do 
this ia by learning cancor'n seven danrer signals. They are: 

1. Any sore that does not heal. 

2. A lurap or thickening in the breast or elsewhere. 

3. Unusual bleeding or discharge. 

4. Any change in a wart cr sole. 

5. Persiatent indigestion or difficulty in swallowing. 

6. Persistent hoarseness or cough. 

7. Any change in normal bowel habits. 

Any of thsaa signs do not necessarily aaan cancer, but they should 
aaan an immediate visit to your doctor, the American Cancer Society 

saya.

This fight ia being waged on three fronts » 

1. Public Education - The number of lires saved from cancer could be doubled 
this year by early detection and prompt treatment. Thirty million pamphlets 
of canoer'a seven danger signals, thousands of exhibits, films, newspaper 
and magaslne articles, radio and TV programs urging frequent medical examina¬ 
tions were produced last year. 

2. Research - The attack on cancer by American Cancer Society research last 
year totaled more than 325 research grants costing about $5,000,000 — to 
find new methods of cure and to seek the causes of cancer. 

3. Service - Constantly improving professional and lay service to cancer 
patienta.
